Not lo l«> mcitlv-iiioiitlievl. what is spent 
otherwise, which is nearly the whole. j.'oo* in the way of direct 
or indirect corruption— MMiietiioea in the straight-out taring 
of mtlncncc. I hope the tunc will tome, for most evil* t lire 
themselves by their evess, when the only elect ioiitvriiif; agencies 
will be the u|icn stump, when' the candidate will argue his case 
U-forc the people, and the press taking sitles unpaid and disin- 
terested, and when there will l>e no "getting out of the n to " 
except as it tomes out of its own acconl. Better that three-<|iiiirtPr, of the 
voters stay at home than be drugged to the polls lo swell a vote lo which 
they contrihutc no iuterest and no intelligent e. 

However, the millennium is not vet, ami we niti-t deal with existing 
conditions. If there must be contribution* to political campaign*, let us 
have publicity as to where it OBBSflfl from and where it goes to. Is the prin- 
ciple of publicity in this matter feasible? It is vital. It will do more 
than anything else, not only to keep political ex|>cnditure* decent, hut to 
keep them ami the contributions to them down to a decent Kg in. 

If there are to lie such contribution*, 1 cannot sec how a line tan be 
drawn limiting them to any .lass of contributor*. Their justiiii hi ion i* 
put on the ground of securing public servants and legislation which will 
liest conserve the public interest. If on this ground an indiwdual may 
contribute, so certainly may a firm of individual* or a eor|iuratioii reprc- 
scnting the interests of its individual stockholder*. But no firm and no 
corporation should contribute a dollar of its fund* c-xtvpt by the unthority 
of its constituent* and with their full knowledge. 

Not only should all political contributions be made public, but that 
publicity should attach to them from the very moment I hey are made, not 
uiontli* after the election is over. A daily statement of every cent given 
and of every cent expended would clear the air, and e»pci mllv would keep 
the amount down. Manager* would be pretty careful what agencies they 
employed aud what inducements tht y offered if held to this public serntinv 
There would I* a sharp falling off in expenditure* and a 
corresponding pruning of great *lu*h funds and in the 
reckless and demoralizing contributions to them, lurrup- 
tion cannot stand the light, ami publicity is salvation.

To have an institution that hail as its object only the purpose of giv- 
ing t<> every one a vacation without any idea of profit to itself, and to never 
have any surplus except that which was held against just dawns. 

To arrange that by the payment of a *ninll sum weekly or monthly a 
person might lay up sufficient with the institution that would fira him. 
with no further concern, the chance to leave his work anil have a week at 
a place in the country, wtth a sum of money equivalent to Ins weekly pay, 
and with no charge for his accommodation*. 

Assuming that a man was getting s.15 a week he could, with no great 
loss in his weekly comfort, pay If <enta a week toward a week's keeping 
in the country, his total would I* $R'..i0, which would pay Ins fun- to and 
from the platv. and keep him in comfort for the week. 

Few men there are who cannot stnvrc that nint h out of the weekly 
savings, and how few men there are who can spare the $11 or $M ncces- 
sary at one time to take a couple of day* away from the grind of the year'* 
work. Where a man had a family an increased weekly payment would get 
the same result, ami where u man was an earner of sufficient capacity he 
should lie able to pay enough weekly so that he might have not only the 
benefit of an easily tuken. w ell-conducted visit to recreation, but receive 
the amount of the week's wage* as well. 

Such plans are worked bv some of the big employers of laltor in the 
world, and they work to the entire satisfaction of every one concerned. 

One big plant in Demiany gives an employe who has been with it a 
vcar a rest cure in the mountains at its expense with full pay. 

Out in Ohio a firm taxes its employe* a small hit each week, with 
their perm i as ion, and semis them away Tor two weeks to a farm in the 
coimtrv. when- they are entertained a* well as one is at the ordinary high- 
priicd summer tftflrdiag hoMf 

That the idea can Ik- made practical ami of the greatest Item-fit to the 
small wage earner I haven't the least doubt, ami I tinnlv bfllieta that it 
will be done sooner or later.

Mr Bryan Is a free trader. In his 
latest lanoralUed manifesto he save 
the tariff Ik dm of tie Issues he will 
iIimiiss berealter But this Is not a 
qwo at ann on which he Is likely to 
change l.ls record in the leaat. nor 
can he modify It essentially without 
violating all Democratic precedent 
In all that he has said or written in 
the past Hi; an has wholly coudetnned 
the principle of proiectiou in a tariff. 
His must noted speec h in congress 
was a long and elaborate argument 
against any protection In any sched- 
ule. He contended that the constitu- 
tional rights of the people forbid the 
inclusion In any tariff rate of a pur- 
pose to build up American Industrie* 
or to protect American wages agalnet 
open forelgu competition. He held 
that a tariff should be baaed entirely 
on public revenue requirements, and 
thai American manufacturing Inter- 
ests and the whko earner connected 
with them should adjust themselves 
as best the) can to foreign production 
and sages. Thia is free trade and tbe 
Bryanites should not balk at the only 
term that squarely expreaaea their 
position on the tariff. They are not 
tariff revisionists. All parties are for 
iarlff revision as occasion arises. Re 
publicans have revised protective tar 
Iffs again and again, but always kept 
them protective Hi van and bis |>arty 
are against any protection. 

lu half a dosen words Brian could 
have stated that be Is now, as always, 
a free t rad er, He prefers to postpone 
a statement of his tariff |x>sltlon. If 
this delay could mean that he would 
couaent to any protective schedule, bo 
would be on Republican ground Ho 
may Juggle and befog his tariff views, 
but multiplying words will not change 
his free trude Intent.

Our climate 
is the best, but as students must attend classes regardless of the 
weather, warm wraps and underclothing, umbrellas and overshoes, are 
necessary. The Co-operative Store furnishes books, toilet articles, 
work uniforms, umbrellas and other necessary articles at cost. 

LIVING EXPENSES are really below cost. The College asks no 
rent for the fine buildings in which students live, charging only enough 
rooinrent to pay for cleaning, repairs, fuel, lights, and washing of 
bedding and towels. For table board, without coffee or extras, fti. 35 
a week in the fall, and fi.50 in winter.

OUR SCHOOL IS LIKE A FAMILY, with careful regulations to 
protect the character and reputation of the young people. Our stu- 
dents come from the best families and are earnest to do well and im- 
prove. For any who may be sick the College provides doctor and 
nurse without extra charge. 

All except those with parents in Berea live in College buildings, 
and assist in work of boarding hall, farm and shops, receiving valuable 
training, and getting pay according to the value of their labor. Ex- 
cept in winter it is expected that all will have a chance to earn as much 
as 35 cents a week. Some who need to earn more may, by writing to 
the Secretary before coming, secure extra employment so as to ears 
from 50 cents to one dollar a week.

Soap suds may be used; soap is 
an antidote for acid poisons, 

After copious vomiting has been secured, milk, oil, raw eggs beat<>n, 
may be given to soothe any resulting irritation.

This is 
a chemical antiilote to many poiaooa. Keep the patient warm with hot 
bottles, cans, blankets or even fomentations over the stomach aud bowels.

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Commission. 

In this subject one business principle, if always 
kept in mind will do away with all difficulty.

Weed Crept and How to Treat Thorn 

By H Ginui, Botanist Aaricult 

Besides crowding and starving other plants 
danger to crops in another way. It is the 

to allow a rank growth of weeds to come up after wheat, and then plow 
this under when ready for another crop, say corn, the following spring. 
Under such circumstances cut worms, wire worms and white grubs are 
likely to be abundant and injurious among the corn. These insects are 

places to lay their ogge, when 
grubs turn their attention to 
ir injury when planted to the 
corn Now, the proper thing to do in such cases is to destroy the herbage 
some time before planting the crop, and to plant a crop but little subject 
to attack by such insects. Even clover, however, will not always follow a 
rank growth of weeds, because of lurking injurious insects. A year ago 
in Christian county twenty acres of red clover were sown on such land, and 
the whole planting waa destroyed while the plants were very young, by a 
small jumping beetle, sometimes called the pale striped flea beetle (Systeua 
Dlanda.) Here was one of the causes of clover failure, and doabtleas it 
baa more than onoe operated to prevent a growth of clover, ft allowing a 
rauk growth of weeds on stubble land. The beetle mentioned is a known 
frequenter of weed patches, and is of almost omnivorous appetite for plant 
fooi It will certainly do mischief to a crop following a growth, of

foreign price frequently has been 
found to be below the domestic price 
it Is not unlikely thai ihe greater part 
of this gigantic contract may be given 
to foreign dealers It win be about 
two years before the .work of con 
st rucllng the locks will be begun. The 
association of cement manufacturers 
In the Patted States has ehown con 
alderable activity In getting more ad- 
vantageous shipping facilities between 
the Isthmus and |x>rts on the coaat 
of the Pnlted States, and may there- 
fore be prepared to compete with for- 
t.

A press correspondent at Cienruegoa | 
telegraphed Friday night that there ' 
are J.nou armed Insurgent* In thai vi- 
cinity and that all the small towns In 
Santa Clara province are controlled 
by Insurgents who attack and loot 
trains and selte the property of for- 
eigners as well as of Cubans. 

Surrounded By Rebels 

Trinidad Is surrounded by insurgents 
and the government appears powerless 
to protect the property of Americana 
and other foreigners. Railway tralna 
are held up at will and paasengera 
searched. The Cuban Central railway 
has declined to assume responsibility 
for Ihe safety of passengers and 
freight. 

Recruiting for government forces la 
making good progress here and the 
government continues to make head- 
way wherever there Is open flthtlng. 

The troops In the western portion of 
Plnar del Rio province have not yet 
come up with Pino Uuerra. and accord- 
ing to a press correspondent with the 
column there Is no present likelihood 
of their doing so, as the troops might 
march ten years and all the while 
Criteria would still be Just ahead ot 
them In the hills. 

There are thousands of mountain 
trails with which the insurgents are 
l.u, iluii ami which lead in all ilirej- 
tlon*. II Ouerra cared to harass the 
government the troops could be killed 
off by sharpshooters. 

The government has no cavalry at 
Plnar del Rio. and the only real sol- 
dlers are the artillerymen, but aa they 
are often afoot they can not cope with 
the well-mounted insurgents. Ouerra 
does not want to fight. His scouts can 
always be seen at a distance from the 
government line of march.

What the Government Figures Tell ae 
to the Growth of Intemperance. 

The recelpta of the Internal revenue 
bureau from fermented liquors tell 
the story of how the consumption of 
beer has swept over the country like 
a prairie lire. To meet the enormoua 
expen ':m of the war everything 
In sight had to be taxed, and while 
whisky wan at first taxed $2 a gallon, 
beer escaped with the light taxation 
of $1 a barrel of 31 gallons. Our first 
returns from this source were in 
186.1. when the Internal revenue bu- 
reau collected the modest sum of II.- 
628,9114. each dollar representing a 
bftiTtl of beer. The following table of 
the annual receipts from this source 
will show the marvelous Increase In 
the production and consumption of 
beer, remembering that as a rule each 
dollar received represents a barrel of 
beer of 31 
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The overwhelming Immensity of 
these figures can be only grafted by 
subjecting them to analyals. and 
bringing them Into relation to each In- 
dividual citizen of the country. Tak- 
ing in connection with the beer 
brewed at home that imported from 
abroad it makes the astounding total 
of between 1,500,000,000 and 1.600,000.- 
000 gallons consumed by the 82,0'H),- 
000 people of this country last year. 
Disregarding all fractions, this Is ap- 
proximately 20 gallons a year for 
every man. woman and child in the 
Pnlted States. Assuming a glass ot 
beer to be half a pint, this gives 360 
glasses of l .eei a year for each of 
them, or one a day. Now we know. 
In spile of what the yellow papers 
may say about tbe increase in drink- 
ing by women In the cities, substan- 
tially none of our women drink beer. 
Those that do are really an inconsid- 
erable fraction of the population Nor 
do the ' children drink beer. Then 
there are millions upon millions of 
men in the agricultural dlatriclte. 
buslneaa men and mechanics in the 
clUea. railroaders, clerks, professional 
men. clergymen, physicians and 
teachers who are rigid temperance 
men. and never touch beer from one 
year's end to the other. M 



and drinking la pro- 
hibited. There are great prohibition 
atatea— like Maine and Kansaa— 
where beer can be only obtained sur- 
reptltlously and In small quantities. 
Nearly all the southern states have 
fairly well-enforced temperance laws, 
to keep beer and whisky away from 
the negroes and ' po' white trash." 
Consequently. If we put the real beer 
drlnkera at 10.000 000. br one in eight 
of our population, we shall make a 
liberal estimate. Therefore each of 
these must consume nearly half a gal- 
lon of beer a day. to the destruction 
of thwr working capacity, their health 
and their morals.
